Farming facing threats 
from outside groups

Hancock County law en¬ 
forcement continues to inves¬ 
tigate two burglaries that hap¬ 
pened in Hawesville over the 
weekend. The first incident 
happened Saturday evening, 
and the other one Monday 
morning. The Hancock 
County Sheriffs Office con¬ 
tinues to investigate the 
break-in at JC’s Cigarette Out¬ 
let on Main Cross, and 
Hawesville Police Chief Buzz 
Baskett continues to investi¬ 
gate the robbery at Brown’s 
Used Cars. 

The break-in at Brown’s 
happened between the hours 
of 6 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. Satur¬ 
day evening. Baskett said the 
vandal or vandals gained en¬ 
trance by prying open a metal 
door at the rear of the build¬ 
ing near the service bay, trav¬ 
eled to the front of the busi¬ 
ness, cracked open the safe 
and made off with a substan¬ 
tial sum of money. 

“It looked like they knew 
where the safe was,” Baskett 
said. “They did not ransack 
the place.” 

At this time, Baskett lacks 
suspects in the robbery. If any¬ 
one witnessed anything suspi¬ 
cious around the business dur¬ 
ing the time frame mentioned, 
call Hancock County Emer¬ 
gency Dispatch with the infor¬ 
mation. The number to call is

The break-in at JC’s hap¬ 
pened around 5 a.m., Han¬ 
cock County Sheriff Dale 
Bozarth said. He said the 
store’s security cameras re¬ 
corded the break-in, but the 
subject, whom appears to be 
male, wore gloves to keep 
from leaving fingerprints, and 
wore other clothing to hide 
his face. 

Bozarth said the suspect 
smashed the glass on a front 
window, which then set off 
the business’ alarm system, 
pushed over a bookcase by 
the window and gained entry 
into the store. He then headed 
straight to the cigarettes. 

“He jumped the counter, 
grabbed some cartons of ciga¬ 
rettes, some incense and ci¬ 
gars,” Bozarth said. “He spent 
about a total of 40 seconds in 
the store.” 

The perpetrator went back 
out the broken window when 
exiting the building. Bozarth 
estimates the thief made off 
with about $300 to $400 worth 
of merchandise, or more. 

Bozarth also suspects the 
thief knew the store’s layout 
because he also went straight 
for the merchandise. 

At this time, law enforce¬ 
ment lacks witnesses to this 
crime. Bozarth said a man en¬ 
tering Irby’s Restaurant at 
that time heard the alarm 
sounding and called dispatch, 
but did not see anyone.

Brent Burchett, Program 
Director for the Kentucky 
Soybean Board and director 
of the Kentucky Livestock 
Coalition, presented the key¬ 
note address at the 21st an¬ 
nual Hancock County Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Farm/City 
Dinner Monday evening. He 
said the agricultural industry 
faces threats from outside 
groups that want to severely 
restrict farming operations, 
and in some instances ban 
other forms of agricultural 
activity. 

Burchett said several 
groups, like the People For 
The Ethical Treatment of Ani¬ 
mals and the Humane Society 
of America, set their sights on 
banning animal agriculture. 
He said these groups portray 
animal agriculture as im¬ 
moral, and claim that all farm¬ 
ers mistreat their livestock. 

These groups try to con¬ 
vince state legislatures to step 
in and enact burdensome 
regulations on farmers en¬ 
gaged in animal agriculture. 
Burchett said some of these 
groups want to restrict the 
number of livestock on a 
farm, restrict the type of en¬ 
closure to house livestock 
and/or enact specific require¬ 
ments for cattle kept in a pas¬ 


ture. He said some groups 
want to forbid veterinarians 
from treating sick livestock, 
while others want to com¬ 
pletely ban giving medication 
in any form to livestock. Oth¬ 
ers want to ban fencing and 
allow livestock to wander 
where ever that animal wants 
to go. 

In making their case to the 
public, Burchett said these 
groups often use misleading 
practices to make a point. 

“There is a belief that if 
enough attention can be 
brought to bad actors, they 
can convince people that the 
worst possible scenario hap¬ 
pens on every farm,” 
Burchett said. “Then they will 
be able to ban all animal agri¬ 
culture, ban all hunting and 
ban all animal possession 
other than cats, dogs and 
pets.” 

Burchett said the group 
PETA targeted the University 
of Kentucky last year on the 
issue of hunting. In this case 
the group sent a letter to the 
university demanding the in¬ 
stitution ban the Bass Fishing 
club. Burchett said the group 
considers it inhumane to 
catch fish for sport. 

In the push to eliminate 
animal agriculture, these 
groups blame eating meat on 


all of the health problems fac¬ 
ing this country. Burchett 
said an anti-meat activist ap¬ 
peared before the Kentucky 
General Assembly last year. 
Burchett said this person said 
the key to stopping childhood 
obesity rested on eliminating 
meat from the lunch menus 
at all schools in Kentucky. 

“The perception is that 
farmers are the reason we 
have overweight kids,” 
Burchett said. “It has nothing 
to do with how much our kids 
exercise, or how many times 
they went to McDonalds. It is 
all about blaming someone 
else.” 

Row crop farmers also feel 
the wrath of these groups, 
Burchett said. He said these 
groups want to enact regula¬ 
tions on farmers concerning 
how much and how to apply 
fertilizer, insecticide and pes¬ 
ticide. Some of these groups 
want farmers to get permits 
every time they engage in any 
form of activity on their farm, 
while others want to com¬ 
pletely ban farmers from ap¬ 
plying any chemicals and nu¬ 
trients to their crops. 

“These rules are not going 
to be based on science,” 
Burchett said. These rules 
are not going to be based on 
University of Kentucky field 


trials, they are not going to be 
based on U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration studies. They 
are not going to be based on 
anything you and I know as 
competent, appropriate mea¬ 
sures. They are going to be 
based on values and, more 
specifically, emotions.” 

So, why do farmers need 
to worry about these efforts? 
Why does it matter that PETA 
wants to ban animal agricul¬ 
ture and highly regulate tra¬ 
ditional agriculture? Burchett 
said it comes down to a 
farmer’s ability to operate. He 
said many of these groups 
want to make it extremely ex¬ 
pensive for farmers to engage 
in raising livestock, and make 
it hard for large row crop 
farmers to earn a profit. 

Burchett said some of 
these groups want to elimi¬ 
nate what they call corporate 
farming, and force people into 
a life-style where they raise 
their own crops. He said 
through onerous regulations 
these groups want to force 
people into a vegetarian life¬ 
style. He said if they succeed, 
it only hurts the agricultural 
economy of this country, and 
eventually Hancock County. 

“If we do not challenge these 
misconceptions, we are conced¬ 
ing them,” Burchett said.

Evansville honors Hancock native

In November the city of 
Evansville renamed a 235-foot 
section of Harmony Way 
“Dorothy Beard Lane” in 
honor of Hancock County na¬ 
tive Dorothy Gray Beard. 
Dorothy ran a dry cleaning 
business on the west side of 
Evansville, and quickly be¬ 
came a beloved figure in the 
city. 

“If there was ever a Saint 
on this earth, she was one of 
them,” her nephew Thomas 
Faught said. 

Dorothy was more of a sis¬ 
ter to Thomas rather than an 
aunt. At the age of five his 
mother, Ruth J. Faught, died 
and he went to live with his 
maternal grandparents Jo¬ 
seph F. and Effie L. Gray, 
Dorothy’s parents. Thomas 
said his grandparents instilled 
extremely strong family val¬ 
ues in their children, which 
Dorothy put in practice all her 
life. 

Born in 1922, Dorothy’s 
family owned a small home¬ 
stead on Happy Hollow Road. 
Growing up in the midst of the 


Great Depression taught Dor¬ 
othy the value of hard work. 
Thomas said Dorothy worked 
hard all of her life, and while 
still in school worked part- 
time in a store in downtown 
Hawesville. She met her fu¬ 
ture husband, Sheridan 
Beard, while working at this 
store. 

Like many women her age, 
when World War Two started 
she went to work in a factory 
in Evansville, Ind. in support 


of the war effort. She made 
the wing tips of the famous P- 
47 Thunderbolt fighter plane, 
affectionately nicknamed 
“The Jug” due to its resem¬ 
blance to a glass milk jug com¬ 
mon at that time. 

Toward the end of the war 
she and Sheridan married, 
and when the war ended the 
couple moved to Chicago and 
lived there several years. The 
couple’s first three children, 
Mike, Larry, and Gregory, 


were born in Chicago, Tho¬ 
mas said. Dorothy and 
Sheridan decided they 
wanted to raise their children 
away from a big city, so they 
moved back to Evansville, 
Thomas said. 

Dorothy played a huge 
role in Thomas’ life. Thomas 
went into the military during 
the Korean War, and when his 
tour ended he came home in 
an effort to find work. He 
tried to find work locally, but 
no jobs existed, so he went to 
live with Dorothy for a short 
period in Evansville. He also 
failed to find work in that city. 

Thomas said Dorothy’s 
husband Sheridan worked as 
a painter, and often per¬ 
formed jobs in Chicago. One 
trip Thomas hitched a ride to 
Chicago with Sheridan, and 
started to look for work. 

He again encountered 
trouble finding employment. 
At this point, Thomas said he 
started to become despon¬ 
dent over not being able to 
find work. Dorothy came to 
his rescue.

The following letter is the tribute Peter Torres mailed 
to Thomas Faught this past Christmas in honor of his 
aunt Dorothy Beard. 

Early in the last century my aunt was born on a farm 
on Happy Hollow Road. From a very young age she was 
described as having a heart of gold. Her family was poor 
living in a rural area through the dust bowl and depres¬ 
sion years of the 1920s and 1930. Yet, she knew that she 
was blessed to be surrounded by rich soil and a close- 
knit family. 

They had a vegetable garden, and she and her sister 
would take vegetables to town to sell. To her gift for kind¬ 
ness she was able to add a practical side because respond¬ 
ing to people as individuals kept customers, the source 
of needed family income. Other lessons while important 
were painful, before long her older sisters began to leave 
home, there were too many younger mouths to feed so 
girls were expected to leave at a young age. She soon 
learned that some losses were permanent, when her older 
sister died shortly after delivering her second child. 

My aunt’s turn to leave Happy Hollow came after she 
graduated from high school. She went to work building 
wingtips for the P-47 airplane in the 1940s, married a sol¬ 
dier and became a career woman in the 1950s, long be¬ 
fore it was fashionable. She ran a dry cleaners and shoe 
repair shop - if I were making this story up, I do not think 
I would have dreamed-up with this detail - the street was 
Harmony Way. 

Her good heart premeditated her professional career. 
She welcomed everyone: strangers, neighbors, the des¬ 
titute, wealthy, or troubled; if one was thirsty, there was 
always a cup of coffee, if hungry, there was a sandwich, if

Tevis 

You never know. When the tall 
skinny redhead walked in our 
classroom, how could we know 
that he, one day, would be a fa¬ 
mous author. 

Walter Tevis taught English at 
Hawesville High School in the 
early 50s. I remember Mr. Tevis 
as probably in his mid 20s. He was 
a great teacher and all the kids in 
our class really liked him. 

I got to be friends with Tevis, 
out of the classroom, as we both 
played a lot of pool at the local pool 
room. Tevis was a good shot and 
could beat any of the locals. He 
would spend hours practicing 
trick shots and I loved to watch 
him. Back in those days we played 
bank pool and it was not unusual 
to watch Tevis make a break and 
run the table. He told me he 
wanted to teach pool in college if 
the opportunity ever presented it¬ 
self. 

I had an old 1938 Chevy, and 
Mr. Tevis, who didn’t have a car, 
would ride with me and my bud¬ 
dies to Owensboro on occassion. 

We would leave Tevis at the 8 Ball 
pool room and go to a movie. We 
would pick him up after the movie 
and he would tell us how he had 
hustled some of the locals. 

Mr. Tevis was a drinker then and on one occasion, 
returning from Owensboro, I had to help him get to his 
room that was located above the school cafetera. Jack 
Wiles was friends with Tevis and he can tell you some 
interesting stories. 

Walter Tevis wrote two books that were made into 
movies. The first, ‘The Hustler” is considered a classic 
and stared Jackie Gleason and Paul Newman. His other 
novel that was made into a movie was ‘The Color of 
Money starring Paul Newman and Tom Kruse. If you 
would like to view either of the movies, the Hancock 
County Library can get them for you. 

Jim “Robbie” Roberts who was one my classmates, 
now living in Rogers, Arkansas, sent me the following 
article written by Bob Stevens. Stevens tells of an inter¬ 
view with the real ‘Fast Eddie Felson’ the character Tevis 
featured in his two books. 

Eddie Parker, the real 
‘Fast Eddie Felsen,’ 

Most everyone has played pool. Lots of folks even 
believe they play it well. Only a select few, however, can 
match the talents of Eddie Parker. 

He’s better known as “Fast Eddie Felsen,” a person 
made famous by two movies: ‘The Hustler” and “The 
Color of Money.” The Felsen character—played in both 
movies by Paul Newman —was based on Parker. In fact, 
it was an alias used by Parker, who traveled the country 
in the 1950s and 60s, hustling pool games from unsus¬ 
pecting hotshots and local fat cats. 

“I wasn’t known as a tournament player,” Parker said. 
“I had a lot of private matches.” 

That includes the scene from “The Hustler” when 
Fast Eddie played the rich Kentucky man and pocketed 
a bundle of cash after an all-night grudge match. Fast 
Eddie and his stakehorse — his financial backer, played 
by George C. Scott — raked in $12,000 in the movie and 
the book, but it was actually $30,000. Fast Eddie’s cut 
was $12,000. 

He doesn’t make as much in one night now, but Fast 
Eddie still shoots pool. He does it about 125 nights a 
year in exciting shows all across the country. 

“My show’s a combination of trick shots and a clinic,” 
Parker said. “Some of it’s about how to shoot game shots. 
Sometimes I play a few games after the show, but I usu¬ 
ally let them win. I try not to let them know, but just 
rattle a ball in the pocket now and then. My job is to 
make people happy. 

Fast Eddie said he’s “probably 60 percent” the pool 
artist he once was. 

“I don’t really practice anymore,” Fast Eddie said. “If 
I practiced for four to six months, I could probably get 
back up to 85 percent of what I used to be.” 

He’s still pretty 
good, though. 

“If I concentrate, I 
can beat most all the 
shortstops — that’s 
what we call local 
champions — but 
not the pros,” he 
said. “I’m too old, 
and the pros are too 
good.” 

Fast Eddie once 
thought nobody 
could beat him: Like 
the Paul Newman 
character in the mov¬ 
ies, he said, “I was 
young and I was 
cocky.” 

He said, though, 
that “The Hustler,” 
which also starred 
Jackie Gleason as 
Minnesota Fats and 
Piper Laurie as Fast 
Eddie’s girlfriend 
who committed sui¬ 



cide, “was only about 30 percent true.” 

Walter Tevis wrote the books that spawned both 
movies. He also wrote the screenplay for ‘The Hustler” 
and was doing the same for ‘The Color of Money” when 
he died halfway through it, Parker said. 

“I met Tevis in the early 50s at the old Phoenix Hotel 
in Lexington, KY, when I was a young money player.,” 
Fast Eddie said. “I only knew Tevis 10 days. He loved 
pool, but he wasn’t very good at it. We’d sit and talk 
hour after hour and I told him stories. I had no idea he 
was going to write a book. He didn’t write it for eight 
years.” 

That was in 1959, with the movie ‘The Hustler” com¬ 
ing two years later. One of the most famous scenes is 
where Fast Eddie’s thumbs are broken by a group of 
angry pool players who’d been fleeced by Felsen. In re¬ 
ality, Parker had his left index finger broken. 

Another disparity between re¬ 
ality and the movie, Parker said, 
is that “I never in my life played a 
big money match under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. I did drink some. 
But if you drink a lot in a big 
money match, you’re a fool.” 

Parker hasn’t had a drink, he 
said, in 18 years. That’s when he 
came out of retirement, nine years 
after hanging up the cue stick. 

“I retired as a money player in 
1971, “Fast Eddie said. “I hated 
retirement and I was getting a lot 
of requests, so I started doing 
shows in 1980.1 enjoy promoting 
the sport. I was pretty fortunate 
in my younger days, so money’s 
not a problem.” 

He used to do “200 to 250 
shows a year” but has cut that in 
half. 

“My wife calls me Half-Fast 
Eddie,” he quipped. 

Parker has been married since 
1950 to Peg, and they have two 
children. He was born in 1931 in 
Springfield, Mo., and graduated 
from high school in 1949. He lived 
in Kansas City as a teenager and 
learned to shoot pool from six¬ 
time World Champion Benny 
Allen. That’s when Eddie Parker 
became a money player and ac¬ 
quired a handful of aliases, including Eddie Felsen. 

‘Tevis was intriqued with the mental part of how to 
bet and how to psyche out an opponent,” Fast Eddie 
said. ‘There’s a lot of that in the book and the movie.” 

But, he said, “Playing pool for money isn’t easy. It’s 
not glamorous at all. It’s hard hustling pool games. I 
went a whole year and never walked through the door¬ 
way of my house.” 

Still, he wouldn’t trade places with anybody. A job, 
he said, “is the one thing I haven’t tried yet.” 

He was in the Navy from 1952-56, then spent two 
years in college — one at Missouri and another at Ten¬ 
nessee. 

“I was on the Korean G.I. Bill, but that wasn’t enough 
to support a family with, so I was hustling pool for 
money,” Fast Eddie said, “I finally quit and did it full 
time.” 

He once won a $5,000 match by running 150 straight 
balls and not allowing his opponent to shoot once. He 
followed up by winning $1,000 more when the loser bet 
Fast Eddie he couldn’t make 50 more in a row. 

He never played the late Minnesota Fats — whose 
real name was Rudolph Wanderone. Originally, he was 
called New York Fats, unit Tevis changed it for the book 
and movie. 

Fast Eddie did play Willie Mosconi and won the nine- 
ball match but lost the eight-ball game. 

“We were both straight pool players,” Fast Eddie said. 

They were two of the best, and most famous. 

BIO 

Walter Tevis was born in San Francisco in 1928 and 
lived in the Sunset District, close to Golden Gate Park 
and the sea, for the first ten years of his life. 

At the age of seventeen, Walter became a carpenter’s 
mate in the Navy, serving on board the USS Hamil in 
Okinawa. After his discharge, he studied at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky where he received B.A. and M.A. de¬ 
grees in English Literature and studied with Abe 
Guthrie, author of The Big Sky. Upon graduation he 
taught everything from the sciences and English to 
physical education in small-towns including Hawesville 
Kentucky high school. At that time he began writing 
short stories, which were published in The Saturday 
Evening Post, Esquire, Redbook, Cosmopolitan and 
Playboy. He wrote his first novel The Hustler, which was 
published in 1959. 

He taught English Literature and Creative Writing 
at Ohio University in Athens, Ohio for fourteen years, 
where he was a distinguished Professor, and left that 
post in 1978 to come to New York and resume writing. 

He died of lung cancer in 1984. His books have been 
translated many foreign languages.

New 3G service 
reaches Hawesville

AT&T cell phone users in 
the Hawesville area might 
have noticed a surprise Tues¬ 
day when their phones sud¬ 
denly picked up 3G service. 

Two cell phone towers in 
Tell City were upgraded and 
went online Tuesday some¬ 
time before 10 a.m., and the 
coverage reaches into 
Hawesville, hitting most of 
downtown. 

The towers are meant spe¬ 
cifically to cover Tell City, 
Troy, and Cannelton in Indi¬ 
ana. 

While it’s not officially for 
Hawesville, but the proximity 
to the tower means parts of 
the town gets it anyway. 

“The city of Hawesville 
doesn’t have it all just yet 


but you are picking up some 
of the mobile broadband 
coverage that is across the 
river,” said Cathy 
Lewandowski, a senior pub¬ 
lic relations manager for 
AT&T. 

“We do have plans to 
launch mobile broadband in 
Hawesville, Ky. later this 
year,” she said. 

Lewandowski couldn’t be 
pinned down on an exact date, 
but only said it should be offi¬ 
cially in Hawesville by the end 
of the year. 

The 3G network allows 
data transfer speeds that are 
many times faster than the 
older Edge network which 
currently covers most of 
Hawesville. 

Residents wanting to find 
out if the new 3G signal will 
reach them can check out 
AT&T’s coverage map on 
their web site, at 
www.wireless.att.com/ 
coverageviewer.

Warrant 
issued for 
Gootee

Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch ordered an arrest war¬ 
rant be issued on Jeremy L. 
Gootee for failure to appear in 
court during Motion Day pro¬ 
ceedings on Friday, February 
3. Gootee faces a multi-count 
indictment in a burglary case 
before the court system. 

In March of 2011 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Gootee on one charge 
of Burglary in the first de¬ 
gree, three counts of theft by 
unlawful taking, two counts of 
receiving stolen property 
(firearms) and one count of 
theft by deception—$500 or 
more but less than $10,000. 
The charges date from an in¬ 
cident on December 3, 2010. 

The Grand Jury accused 
Gootee of illegally entering 
the home of Timothy 
Alderson and taking three 
firearms. According to the 
arrest citation issued by 
Hancock County Sheriffs 
Deputy Ken Eubanks, Gootee 
stands accused of selling two 
of the firearms to EJ’s Pawn 
Shop in Hawesville, and an¬ 
other one to Whitaker’s Guns 
in Daviess County.

50, 25 and 10 years ago. 

50 years ago 

Fifty years ago a Hancock County native played a critical 
role in Project Mercury, America’s first manned space pro¬ 
gram. Bruce Estes was in charge of the electric and elec¬ 
tronic division of the program, and oversaw a team of 70 en¬ 
gineers and technicians. His group monitored the telemetry 
equipment used to keep track of Friendship VII, the space 
capsule that carried John Glenn into space. Glenn’s flight was 
the first one in which an American astronaut orbited the globe. 
Glenn made three trips around the earth in a flight that lasted 
just under five hours, and then splashed down in the ocean. 
Estes’ maternal grandmother raised him, and he attended 
Beechmont High School in Hawesville in the 1930s, served 
in the Marines in World War II before becoming an electrical 

engineer after the war. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago a late morning fire caused minor 
damage at the Willamette paper mill east of Hawesville. The 
fire broke out in the basement of the Corrugating Medium 
Mill when welders accidently set some paper on fire. The fire 
quickly spread upward to the Kentucky Colonel I, the first 
paper machine in Kentucky. The fire traveled to the end of 
the machine, and caught the dry sheet in the machine on 
fire. It took crews from Hawesville and Dukes about 30 min¬ 
utes to contain the blaze. The fire caused minor damage to 
the machine, but crews quickly repaired the damage and re¬ 
sumed production. 

10 years ago 

Ten years ago local Todd McCollum and his dog Rascal 
started training for the ‘Diving Dog’ contest to be held in In¬ 
dianapolis. In this event, the owner throws a ball into the water, 
and the dog simply jumps after the ball. The object is for the 
dog to jump as far as possible. The jump is measured from 
the point where the dog leaves the dock to when its front feet 
enter the water. No word on how Rascal did in the contest.

threadbare and cold, a coat or sweater would be found. 
Her compassion and companionship drew people back to 
this oasis. The external trappings were secondary, wealth, 
poverty, education, influence, or even mistakes. And this 
is where the Spirit of Christmas comes in, just as an infant 
is accepted wholeheartedly with true joy. My Aunt Dor¬ 
othy greeted everyone with the same regard - the same 
openness, generosity, and compassion. 

But her spirit was born of need and hardship, not from 
privilege and responsibility. She had experienced need first 
hand, she had experienced difficult losses. So she saw 
through the sophistry of the pop-psychology of our age. To 
my aunt, failure was not an option, hard luck was not a state 
of mind, nor were heartaches cured by the passage of time 
- these were the realities of our existence that each of us 
carried with us. Still and all, these were not excuses. So she 
was never shy about giving you “What for,” if you were just 
looking for attention or pity. 

My Aunt Dorothy knew that quitting was not a choice, 
and that cutting corners was not the solution. Each of us 
mattered; we all could make a difference. And she was wise 
enough to realize that we all hear the call of our own con¬ 
science. She understood that for us to take the steps to do 
the right thing could be like a young child learning to walk - 
frozen by the moment of panic as we look at the two-step 
wide chasm to our parent’s waiting arms. What we really 
want is not reprieve, but a guide to help us confront our 
fears and master our challenges. What we want is compan¬ 
ion to help us to learn and to grow. 

It is hard to tell with such paltry details the impact she 
had on my life from a distance of more than 1,000 miles. I 
saw her in my life fewer than 20 times, yet she has been one 
of my strongest influences. She was a person that I knew I 
could call upon at any time and she would respond immedi¬ 
ately with unconditional support. She was not a push over, 
she was a guardian angel. In her last years, she was teth¬ 
ered to a tank of oxygen by a long Plexiglas tube. Some¬ 
times one of her children would find her cooking for her 
family, unhooked from the oxygen. Even in her fragile state, 
she was determined to fulfill her responsibilities. The de¬ 
pendence on a tank for her life’s breath was not an excuse, 
but a reality, an obstacle to overcome. In August she fell and 
injured herself, and did not recover. 

This year once again, I am impressed by the magic of 
Christmas. For of all the people I know, my Aunt Dorothy 
was the person who brought peace to earth, and showed 
good will toward all. So, it is fitting that in this jaded and 
cynical society of ours that this simple woman received an 
honor usually reserved for those who do great deeds, dis¬ 
cover important scientific principles, or contribute great 
sums from their fortunes to a worthy cause. However this 
year, they are. They are renaming a section of Lakeview 
Boulevard off of Harmony Way, next to small shop my aunt 
ran for 61 years, to “Dorothy Beard Lane.” This to honor 
my aunt: a woman who did not do one spectacular thing, 
but one who daily performed small spectacular acts of hu¬ 
manity and kindness. A human being who showed by her 
life the true spirit of Christmas: it is not make believe, it is 
about making small differences each day that we are alive.

On Electability 

“It is not the critic who counts: not the man who points 
out how the strong man stumbles or where the doer of deeds 
could have done better. The credit belongs to the man who 
is actually in the arena, whose face is marred by dust and 
sweat and blood, who strives valiantly, who errs and comes 
up short again and again, because there is no effort without 
error or shortcoming, but who knows the great enthusiasms, 
the great devotions, who spends himself for a worthy cause; 
who, at the best, knows, in the end, the triumph of high 
achievement, and who, at the worst, if he fails, at least he 
fails while daring greatly, so that his place shall never be with 
those cold and timid souls who knew neither victory nor 
defeat.” - Citizenship in a Republic Speech by Theodore 
Roosevelt, April 23,1910 

Right now the Republican Party is obsessed with who 
would be the best person to beat President Obama. So much 
so that the final question in the Florida CNN debate was, 
“Why are you the one person on this stage who is most likely 
to defeat Barack Obama?” We are so caught up on who is 
“electable” that we forget that politics should be about the 
issues not the person. Picking a person who speaks well and 
looks presidential is a path that countries have gone down 
before. All it leads to is a Fascist leader who will pull the wool 
over the people’s eyes while that person furthers his own 
agenda. 

The Race Towards the Middle 

In every election cycle both candidates try to position 
themselves as far to the center of each political topic so they 
will appeal to the biggest audience. This becomes a tricky 
situation for members of the party because having someone 
so close to the center of the far right, or the far left in the 
Democrat’s case, might defect and go third party. The real 
issue people are supporting when they vote for electable 
people is the status quo of career politicians and Washington 
insiders. These individuals know how to play the political 
game. So in the end we are stuck with politicians on both 
sides that climb the political ladder by going through the 
motions and listening to the party. But it should be the other 
way around; the party should listen to its members and con¬ 
stituents.

Obviously the Ron Paul Supporters are at risk of defect¬ 
ing to the Libertarian or Constitution Parties. Some threaten 
to go to the Obama camp, and other might just be so dis¬ 
gusted by the political process and how CNN and FOX News 
was able to pick the president they might just stay home to 
avoid having to vote for someone that will continue to run 
the country into the ground. 

“Karl Rove’s calculation, Bush won 15 million out of 19 
million evangelical votes in 2000. Rove correctly reasoned 
that targeting those extra 4 million votes would be key to 
winning Bush a second term in 2004.” 

The other factor is the evangelical vote. They will not vote 
for Obama, but they could stay at home on Election Day. 
Karl Rove made a prediction that Bush could win by getting 
evangelicals out to vote instead of going towards the middle. 
Bush ended up winning by 3 million votes. Some find it very 
important to have a running mate from a battle ground state 
like Ohio, Florida, or Pennsylvania. Rick Santorum becomes 
a great option because he inspires many evangelicals like 
the Duggar Family, from the TLC show 19 Kids and Count¬ 
ing, to come out and vote. He was a senator from a swing 
state, Pennsylvania and If he continues through the race till 
the convention he will be very prepared to face Biden in the 
vice presidential debates.

ing running for president that cycle. We have a whole group 
of candidates that are willing and ready this cycle and if one 
of them isn’t picked as the running mate in favor of a person 
that isn’t qualified, then we might be looking at another four 
more years of Obama.

In today’s world, men feel 
like they have to “make the 
grade” in so many areas of 
life.

was not unique. There were 
many citizens of Mecca who had 
already denounced the paganism 
in Mecca and Arabia. 

It is interesting to note that 
when Muhammad was a young 
man he met a Christian who 
introduced him to the one true 
God and Christ Jesus, as the 
Savior. From this meeting 
Mohammad began to grow out 
of the idolatry of the pagan 
people around him. 

When Muhammad was forty 
years old, the idolatry in Mecca 
and the moral collapse of the 
Arab people began to challenge 
his views of religion in general. 
With the concept of religion 
challenged he chose to go to a 
cave and gain knowledge of 
God.

About 3 million Americans 
live with type 1 diabetes, a 
chronic illness in which their 
pancreas either doesn’t make 
insulin or doesn’t make enough 
insulin which is needed to con¬ 
vert blood sugar into energy. 
Careful monitoring of blood 
sugar levels (glucose) is nec¬ 
essary plus the patient must 
have a clear understanding of 
the various things that will 
cause the sugar to get high or 
get too low. 

Since most are diagnosed 
when quite young, parents 
must become knowledgeable 
and teach their children, and 
family members who have 
close contact need to be in¬ 
formed also. Your Family doc¬ 
tor can be the best source for 
help, instructions, and regular 
scheduled examinations. Life 
expectancy is diminished for 
many Type 1 diabetics because 
they face a higher risk of seri¬ 
ous health complications, in¬ 
cluding heart disease, stroke, 
blindness, kidney damage and 
limb amputations. Many 
struggle to manage blood pres¬ 
sure, and many get careless 
and fail to watch their diet, or 
fail to frequently self monitor 
their blood sugar, and vary 
their insulin dose as needed 
during the course of the day. 

When I first started Medi¬ 
cal Practice in 1960, most insu¬ 
lin was made from animal tis¬ 
sue. Today, most are made in 
the laboratory by a chemical 
process, and animal tissue is 
rarely used. Today’s insulin are 
more like the insulin our body 
makes. 

Let’s look at what happens

when we eat. Every time a per¬ 
son eats, the blood glucose 
rises. Raised blood glucose trig¬ 
gers the cells in pancreas to 
release the necessary amount 
of insulin. Insulin allows the 
blood glucose to be transported 
from the blood into the cells. 
Cells have an outer wall, called 
a membrane that controls what 
enters and exits the cell. 

Researchers do not yet 
know exactly how insulin 
works, but they do know insu¬ 
lin binds to receptors on the 
cell’s membrane. This activates 
a set of transport molecules so 
that glucose and proteins can 
enter the cell. The cells can 
then use the glucose as energy 
to carry out its functions. Once 
transported into the cell, the 
blood glucose level is returned 


to normal within hours. 

Another interesting type of 
Diabetes is found in pregnant 
women. It is called Gestational 
Diabetes. For some unknown 
reason, pregnancy hormones 
can block insulin from doing 
its job. When this happens, glu¬ 
cose levels may increase in a 
pregnant woman’s blood. Usu¬ 
ally there are no symptoms, or 
the symptoms are mild and not 
life threatening to the pregnant 
woman. Often, the blood sugar 
(glucose) level returns to nor¬ 
mal after delivery. The goals of 
treatment are to keep blood 
sugar levels within normal lim¬ 
its during the pregnancy, and 
to make sure that the growing 
baby is healthy. 

It is important to know that 
if you have gestational diabe¬ 
tes, you are more likely to de¬ 
velop Type 2 diabetes as you 
get older. Treatment is usually 
best by eating a diet for diabet¬ 
ics, avoiding excess carbohy¬ 
drates, reducing fat intake. A 
gram of fat will produce almost 
twice the calories of even sugar. 
Gestational diabetes usually 
starts halfway through the 
pregnancy. All pregnant 
women should receive an oral 
glucose tolerance test between 
the 24th and 28th week of preg¬ 
nancy to screen for the condi¬ 
tion. Women who have riskfac- 
tors for gestational diabetes 
may have this test earlier in the 
pregnancy.

Wheat Ahead of Schedule 
Changes N Plans 

Lloyd Murdock, Extension 
Soils Management, University 
of Kentucky has the following 
advice to wheat producers. 

The winter has been mild 
and the wheat has continued to 
grow and for the fields that were 
planted a bit early there is more 
than normal growth. Some of 
these fields are showing some 
N deficiency butthe plants have 
enough tillers. So some of the 
questions are: Do I need to ap¬ 
ply N a bit early to take care of 
the yellowing beginning to 
show? One does not want to 
apply N early on these fields 
and cause them to accelerate 
their development. This would 
increase the changes of freeze 
damage down the road. I think 
early N would be a mistake un¬ 
der almost any conditions this 
season. We still have plenty of 
time to develop some tillers if 
they are needed. Generally, 
wheat in these fields have plenty 
of tillers and plants were a little 
N deficient. This is right where 
the crop should be to slow down 
the development a bit and pro¬ 
tect it from some of the very 
cold temperatures that might 
be yet to come. At normal green 
up I would recommend a mini¬ 
mum N to protect the wheat 
crop from any accelerated de¬ 
velopment beyond the normal 
time and put most of the N on at 
Feekes 6. This recommenda¬ 
tion would be especially needed 
for no-till wheat.

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Students 
rally against 
postsecondary 
budget cuts 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
_ Hundreds of students 
from Kentucky’s eight 
public universities rallied 
in the Capitol Rotunda 
Tuesday to protest pro¬ 
posed budget cuts in 
higher education. 

Student body presi¬ 
dents from the universities 
and state lawmakers spoke 
to a boisterous crowd that 
Michah Fielden of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky, chair¬ 
man of the Board of Stu¬ 
dent Body Presidents, de¬ 
scribed as the largest stu¬ 
dent rally in Frankfort “in 
modern times.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
budget calls for a reduc¬ 
tion of 6.4 percent in state 
funding for postsecondary 
education, which is less 
than the proposed cuts of 
8.5 percent for most state 
agencies. 

Without more support 
from the state, Fielden said, 
universities will have to shift 
an even greater part of the 
burden for education to stu¬ 
dents, who have seen large 
increases in tuition in re¬ 
cent years.
